DANGER OF FLOOD, 


Nile Is Swiftly Rising and Assuan 
Dam May Not Hold Out. 


Egypt is threatened just at present 
by a terrible danger and it is possible 

at ere many weeks are past the 
names of Sir William Garstin, Bir 
William Wilcox, Sir John Aird and 
Sir Ernest Cassell, which are now 
justly lauded to the skies in connec: 
tion with the amazing increase of the 
area of arable land, which they have 
udded to Egypt by means of their Nile 
dam, and the consequent augmenta 
tion of irrigation, may become a sub- 
ject of execration, For the governor 
of Khartoum and the Anglo-Kgyptian 
authorities still further south up the 
river, have issued a most alarming 
warning to the effect that the Nile 
flood this fall will be of altogether 
phenomenal proportions, that there 
will be a flood, in fact, such as has 
not been witnessed in a quarter of a 
century or more, and it is realized 
that, despite the precautions which 
are being taken in the form of the 
construction of embankments and le 
vees, all the lower part of Khartoum 
will be submerged, 

The flood has not reached Khar 
toum, yet the river ie already run 
ning 80 strong that it has carried 
away all the staging from the iron 
bridge in course of construction over 
the Nile there, the eccident being at 
tended by the loss of life of » num: 
ber of natives and of an American 
engineer, none of their bodies being 
recovered, 

The gravest feature of the entire 
affair is, however, the fact that the 
huge dam at Assvan, and the barrage 
now in process of completion at Esna, 
have never been exposed to the force 
of a full river, In fact, the Assuan 
dam has been favored, both while in 
course of construction and since its 
completion, by very low Niles, Inde: 
pendent engineers have questioned its 
capacity to withstand the tremendous 
force of an ordinary full Nile, What 
its fate will be with a Nile of alto 
gether phenomenal flood is a question 
which fills people with misgivings. 

There are certain eminent scientists 
who aseribe the story of the Biblical 
flodd to some such cataclysm on the 
part of the waters of the Nile, and 
certainly, when one reflects that it is 
possible to dig down 100 anc 200 feet 
and still deeper, and always find one 
layer henna the other of traces of 
former cities and yet earlier civiliza- 
tion, one is tempted to ask oneself 
whether the agency by which they 
have been buried so deep beneath the 
present surface of the soil has not 

xen some terrible flood like that 
which now menacer Cairo, Alexandria

Law a Vogue 


OR some time Europe has been re- 
garding the United States with hor- 
ror depicted upon its highly con- 

servative countenance, 

Its shocked attention has been riveted 
upon the bizarre civilization beyond the At- 
lantic by a fusillade of revolver shots, mag- 
nified by the enthralled European imagination 
into the idea that the majority of American 
husbands were firing by platoons into the rest 
of the male population in vindication of their 
sacred honor. - 

The injured husband and his ready gun, 
together with his reliance upon “the unwritten 
law,” receive little or no symp.thy from 
Europe, largely because Europe considers the 
sword infinitely more polite, and largely be- 
cause it is so experienced in marital infidelity 
that the invader of the home possesses there a 
distinct status as a gentleman, invariably en- 
titled to the honors of the duello, 

So lang as any courteous blackguard is 
ready to back up his blackguardism with his 
courage, any husband is in duty bound to offer 
him an even chance to add murder to his 
other crimes. In the United States the only 
course which public opinion can unqualifiedly 
commend is the gentle, innocuous divorce, So 
the American practice of shooting the expo- 
nent of immorality with as little considera- 
tion as one would shoot a burglar remains, in 
European eyes, eminently de trop. 


HE world-audience that has been etening to 
the squalid sequela of the tumultuous Thaw 
case, with the protests echoing from New 
York's insane asylum punctuated with fresh 

revolver shots as another injured husband or two 
reached for the ready gun, has forgotten, perhaps, 
that the first Injured husband to raise the modern 
plea of emotional insanity and brainstorms growing 
out of the demands of the unwritten law-——General 
Daniel B. Bickles—was, with them, aleo letening to the 
revolver shots, and in memory, no doubt, was harking 
back to that eventful day in Washington when the 
shot he fired rang throughout the country, 

It was in Buchanan's administration, Sickles was 
a Democratic member of Congress from New York 
city, only 35 years old, extremely handsome, and a 
favorite with the President, whose secretary of lega- 
tion he had been while Buchanan was minister to 
London, His wife was reckoned one of the most beautl- 
ful women in the capital, with a dark splendor about her 
charm which was immensely fascinating, 


A ROMANTIC LOVER 


Philip Be* con Key, son of Francis Seott Key, author 
of “The Star-Spangled Banner,” was past 40 at the 
time, a widower, and as handsome either Bickles 
or his wife, but in a slender, pensive, romantic 


fashion, 

Much gossip sprang up over Key's attentions to 
young Mrs, Bickles, The husband showed no jealousy, 
permitting his friend Key to act as her escort to 


numerous ba partics, 

Hut, time passed, his suspicions were awakened, 
and an anonymous letter stung him into direct accu- 
sation to his beautiful wife. He declared that, break- 


ing down in her denials, she finally con d to him, 
with the admission that next morning—Sunday-—Key 
was to pa through Lafayette square, opposite the 
White Hou and receive a signal from her, 

Bickles resolved to kill Key, who was the district 
attorney at the time, if he should respond to the 
signal, taking his response as complete confirma- 
tion of his gullt. 

Bickles carried out the deed precisely as he had 
planned it. Key fell, begging him not to shoot again, 
while the husband gave him three mortal wounds 
from his ready revolver. 


“He dishonored me, He defiled my home. We 
could not live together on the same planet.” 
Those were the uncompromising terma in which 


Key's slayer assumed the full responsibility for hia 
act, All official Washington supported him, He had 
Edwin M, Stanton as chief of his counsel in defense, 

Bickles himself made not the slightest endeavor, 
at any time, to evade his respgnsibility for the homli- 
elde; his sole contention was that it was his right, 
as an injured husband, to take the life of the be- 
trayer, ut his lawyera did Insist on the trial judge 
instry ne the Jury that “if they had any doubt as 
to the case, either in refere to the homleide or 
the question of the defendant's sanity, they should 
«ive & verdict of acquittal.” 

The court positively declined to admit that the law 
could absolve from murder a husband who committed 
it because of the wife's ruin; but evidence was ad- 
mitted which tended to show that domestic troubles 
often caused insanity, and, also, that the insanity 
might last not an instant longer than would suffice 
for the commission of the homicidal act. 

The jury, having walked out, walked right in again 
with a verdict of ‘Not polity. Stanton bore away his 
4alsolved client amid three cheers, and Sickles went 
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straight back to Congress, a hero, 

Sickles was too powerful a character to be crushes’ 
or even daunted by any force of popular repugnance. 
Hie gallant service In the Civil War, the fortitude 
with which he sustained his loss of limb at Gettya- 
burg, his perpdétually indomitable spirit later, maimed 
as he was, foreed the nation to accede to him re- 
newed respect. 

The Thaw ecnse, in ite trial, differed in no wise 
from the Sickles trial in Washington, either in na- 
tlonal notoriety or In averment of Justifeation for 
the deed and in the loophole of Insanity claimed by 
} a defense, But the careers of the two men had 
een #0 radically different that the law provided an 
Insane asylum for the more modern exponent of 
aboriginal marital rights when marital affairs appear 
to go wrong 

The Thaw case, however, has been neither the 
beginning nor the end of the now seandalous Amert- 


ean cult of the ready revolver. And the law has 
proved as erratic as were some of the homiciies, 
As far back as 1892 Kdward Parker Deacon, of

Deacon * tried, at Nice, for murder, amid a 
World-wide sensation that rivaled the Sickles trial tn 
Washington and the Thaw affair, Convicted, he was

s@ shooting, after a comparatively brief 
imprisonment. His mind, never very strong, rapidly 
gave wey, and he became an asylum inmate, at Wa- 
Verly, in| Massachusetts, hopelessly mad, Death finally 
cleared his account on earth, 

Nine xe s later the quiet little town of Arling- 
ton, In NeW Jersey, witnessed the shooting of the 
Rev. John Keller, a highly respected clergyman, by 
Thomas G. Barker, whose wife had been one of hin 
parishioners, The shooting was calmly deliberate, 
and the clergyman, one eye shot out and the other 
almost useless for sight, lingered on, praying that 
hie assailant might be forgiven, until the physicians 
as d he would recover, 

Harker averred that hia wife, who had long been 


known to be in an exceedingly nervous condition, had 
declared to him that, nearly a year earlier, she waa 
assaulted by the clergyman, The case presented such 
conflicting aspects, and the clroumstances seemed to 
#0 cadone the husband's deed on the score of an 
uncontrollable rage, that he was sentenced to only

DETAILS OF THE BUSINESS. 


The Summer and ‘/inter Ranges, the 
Lambing Period and the Work of the 
Docking Crewe—How the Fleece le 

, Shorn, Graded and Packed. 


A modern sheep ranch today is most 
Interesting and involves a great deal 
of detail unknown to most people, As 
I spent some time on a big sheep ranch 
In Idaho a year ago, some account of 
my observations may be of Interest. 
Unlike cattle, which can, except tn 
certain sensons, be left to themselves, 
sheep have to be herded the year 
around. The country is divided into 
several sections, a winter and summer 
range. The latter is generally in the 
bills, mountains and in parts of the 
forest reserves, permits for which have 
to be had from Washington. Only so 
many sheep are allowed in it, and the 
government charges about 6 cents a 
vead for the summer season, which 
pete io Idaho about June 15. The 
wiiter range is in the valleys and 
vaios or near the ranches, where hay 
au te bad when the snow becomes 
ov deep. 

rhe hardest season Is peihaps the 
ambing period, which comes in Idaho 
lortng Sey, A band of 1,400 to 2,590 
‘wes is taken ont under « lambing 
vores, Who has with bin two or three 
verders, a night herder, a night shoot 
r aud one couk, As soon as any of 
be lamte are boru they are gathered 
ogether In a amall band and dagged— 
hat is, a pole with a red fag is placed 
tear, 80 they can be easily banded to- 
tether and that the mothers will suckle 
heir young, When 600 or 000 ewes 
ave lanibed they are all driven to 
wether in a band and taken on to a 
ew section a mile br so away, where 
hey remato wotil all the band has 
ambed, Then they are divided again 
nto two bands, under a herder and 
velper, and walt uot! docking au! 
shearing begin before they go to the 
summer range. The ewes are berded 
each night by a berder, whose duty It 
is to keep them on their bed grounds, 
while the night abBoter, either afoot or 
horseback, rides around, shooting 
blank cartridges every little while to 
scare away coyotes or other animals. 
fle generally places two or three red 
lanterns on prominent places as guides 
for his night's work 

About the middie of May the dock 
ing crew is made up, which generally 
consists of a boss, cook and five or sev- 
eo men, Starting at some conventent 
polut, they put out with two wagons, 
one containing the tents, provisions 
and beds, while the other holds the 
corral, The corral is made of laths 
and whe and can be put up in thirty 
minutes, The ewes and lamba are 
driven into it, the lambs eut out and 
put into the triangle shaped fence, 
where two or three men bold them by 
all four feet, while another cuts of 
thelr talle and slices the ears of th 
ewe lamba, They are branded with 
the outfit and fock brands, while ewes 
are also marked and counted, Io thi« 
way the percentage of the lambs ta 
‘aken, Bometimes three or four bands 
are treated that way to a day, the cor- 
ral belong taken up and put down wher. 


are all that most crews can do in a 
lay when they are very near together. 
Chia goes on for ten days or two 
weeks until all the sheep under whose 
foreman they are have been treated, 

About May 25 or June 1 shearing 
begina, A large outfit will bave per 
haps two or three shearing plants situ 
ated conveniently in different parts of 
the couatry, A large plant will have 
thirty or forty shearing machines with 
steaw for power, while a smaller one 
of sixteen machines will bave a gaso- 
line evgine, Blades have been given 
up mostly pow, and nearly all modern 
outiits use the clippers. The shearers 
are pald by the sheep, 16 cents for 
rams and 8 cents for all other sheep 
and a dollar per day board. A “high 
roller’ will shear 200 sheep in ten 
hours, but these men are far and few. 
The average is a little below a bun- 
dred sheep per day. Each foreman 
knows beforehand just about what 
time to have bis sheep on band, and it 
ls remarkable bow thousands of sheep 
can be bandied and timed so that 
pone will mix up, A band of ewes 
aud lambs will come in by sunset and 
are corralied and the lambs cut out 
and counted, while the ewes are put 
through a chute into an alleyway and 
tive or eight put In each shearer’s pen. 
As each pen Is refilled aad the shorn 
sheep put out the alley man and shear- 
er toll up their account, The shorn 
sheep are put down another alley and 
branded with the outfit brand and dock 
brand. 

After the shearer bas shorn bis sheep 
be lets it go back into the pen and 
tukes out another, kicking the fleece 
oat of his way, which a boy tles up 
and throws Into a car, The latter gets 
one-fourth cent a fleece for tying and 
will make perhaps $3 to $6a day, The 
cur is pushed down to the end of the 
shed where the fleeces are graded and 
thrown into different pens, Whenever 
there Is enough wool of a certain 
grade it is thrown up on a platform, 
where two men sack and tramp It Inte 
jute wool sacks, It is then put out on 
the scales, recorded tn a book with the 
number of the bag, welght, brand and 
grade, tolled out and stacked up ready 
for the teams to haul it to the rallroad 
to be shipped east.—Country Gentle 
wan,

THE CARNAGE OF WA 


Story of a Survivor of the Bat: 
tle of Gravelotte, 


INTO THE JAWS OF DEATH. 


An Advance Under Fire From Behind 
Barricades That Literally Mowed 
Down the Charging Troops—A Hand 
to Hand Conflict In the Streets. 


William Guldner, a survivor of the 
battle of Gravelotte, the most hard 
fought victory of the Franco-Prussian 
war, tells In Harper's Magazine how 
he saw the victory as color bearer of 
his regiment; 

“It must have been, I think, about 4 
o'clock when Colonel von Boehn rode 
to the head of the regiment. and we all 
straightened quick, as on parade, And 
he saidesharp a few words, something 
like, ‘Men, the regiment has a good 
hame, and you will give it a still bet. 
ter one.’ 1 was in front and could hear 
part of what he sald. 


we crossed a railroad track and went 
through another little white village, 
and then we faced a slope—a long slope 
—with a village on it, which the 
French had made into a fort, and we, 
our regiment and others, were to cap- 
ture It, and there were many French- 
men and cannon there. 

“The colonel rode on a horse, he and 
the majors and the adjutants, Our 
captains usually rode, too, but this 
day the captains sent their horses back 
and went on foot. 

“And soon our first men began to 
fall, fag we came under the fire of the 
chassepot. It waa hard, for we could 
hot see the enemy. These frst ones 
were many sharpshooters In a ditch, 
and the noise of their firing was like 
that of a coffee mill—-krrrerr! They 
drew off as we went forward, It was 
only at a walk that we went—a steady 
walk, Just as if there were no bullets 
there. 

“And now we would run forward 
fifty yards and throw ourselves flat. 
then another fifty yards and the halt 
and the falling fat, and each time we 
could ace the village that was a for 
tress nearer, 

“And once when we were lying down 
and | saw that the officers were atand 
ing, just cool and quiet, it came to me 
that a man has to pay to such ways to 
be an officer, 

“1 saw the colonel fall. He was shot 
from bis horse and carried back. 

“The Orat major, he took command, 
and he galloped to the skirmish line, 
and he was shot, Then the second 
major, too, was shot, and he tried to 
get up, but he could not stand, and be 
sat on a big stone and shouted: ‘Go 
on! Goon! And he took’a gun from 
a dead man and fred It, 

“We wore ordered to fix bayonets, 
ond that made us glad, but even yet 
the men carried their rifes on their 
shoulders as they ran, We were not 
hear enough to charge with bayonets. 

“1 wish | could tell you what it was 
like as we got near that village of St. 
Trivat— the nolse, the smoke, the 
flashes, the falling men and only one 
desire in our hearts, 

“There were three sergeants In the 
color section, one at each side of me 
And first the one at my right was 
killed, Then the one at my loft was 
shot—eight big bullets in his body 
from a mitrailleuse—eight! Yet he aft. 
erward got well, while many a map 
died from only one little bullet. 

“And at last we went at a bayonet 
charge, and for the first time there 
was a cheer, a wild and savage cheer, 
and we ran on, eager to plunge the 
bayonets, and we could see as we came 
near the village that the French were 
Oring from behind barricades and gar- 
den walls and from windows, ‘ 

“And we looked tuto the wild faces 
of the French, and they met us band 
to hand, Ab, we climbed over walls 
and barricades, and we fred and bay- 
oneted, and we fought them in the 
streets! 

“On and on we went, It was a wild 
time of shooting, bayoneting, wres- 
ting, clubbing, shouting, On and on, 
but It was slow work and terrible, for 
the French fought for every step, 

“lL was at the front, for 1 had the 
colors, There were a few officers still 
left, and they were shouting and wav- 


‘ing thelr swords, and other regiments 


stormed into the village with us, and 
after awhile-I can't say how long— 
the place was ours, 

“Aa 1 tell it to you it seems perhaps 

a simple thing, But when the regl- 
ment was paraded before the battle 
began we were more than 2,000 men 
and more than Ofty officers, and we 
lost in the Oght forty officers and 
more than a thousand men. Yes, that 
was the loss of just my regiment alone, 
It was morderisch, but it was neces- 
sary, 
“Well, it was over, The village was 
blazing, and many a dead man lay tn 
the rulns, Some sat upright, dead, 
with thelr backs against walls,”
